Quebec Fights Communism 

OECEXTLY in the Legislature Diipiessis 
**• made a definite statement concerning: 
Quebec's attitude towards Communifm. In 
his address the Prime Minister s.nid; "1 
think it is the duty of all governmenls, .it 
Ottawa and of the other pronnces, and of 
this province, to adopt the most encrpotic 
measures to prevent attempts to make our 
province a theatre of riots, and of events 
such as exist elsewhero". The Tromier 
continued to say that his government gave 
notice to all Communistic groups that they 
could expect the full force of the Attorney- 
General's office against them. 

Such action on the part of our govern- 
ment is highly commendable. While we 
are in sympathy with the doctrine of free- 
dom of thought and of freedom of expres- 
sion we are not in sympathy with mob rule 
and incitement to damage propertj". When 
freedom i? abused to further these ends 
such freedom should be curbed. 

Wàile the government has expressed its 
'èws on the question of Communism it 
s not done so on the question of Fascism. 
This is an equally vital problem in the 
Province of Quebec. "Wbile it is all very 
well to denounce a group of Communists, 
there are others who would lead the prov- 
ince into worse than mob rule and general 
lawlessness. It must not be forgotten that 
there are influences at work today whose 
aim it is to make a C-orporate state in 
Quebec. There is a great danger that 
those who oppose Communism ivill favour 
this other form of tyranny and oppression. 

At the present time there are many who 
have expressed the intention of furthering 
the ends of such organizations in Canada 
and particularly in the Province of Quebec. 
It is the duty of the Government to oppose 
such trends with the same firmness that it 
opposes Communism, for if it does not 
there is the danger that the leaders of these 
other movements may interpret the govern- 
ment's attitude as favourable to their 
plans. Such a mistaken attitude would be 
a great pity. 

We have recently seen the result of 
organized Blackshirtism in London where 
the police were required to intervene at a 
Fascist meeting. V»'e have also seen that 
it has been iiecestiary lo impose restrictions 
on such organizations in England. Still 
more recently we have seen the results of 
Jawliese organizations in Montreal in the 
■ifom of a window breaking mob. Such 
conditions are to hi; di-plorcd — but they 
will continue to exist until such time as 
/the state takes a firm liand in such mat- 
ters. 

If this is a democj'acy, and we fight 
Communism why do we stop at half raea- 
fiures? It is time the Quebe^sp^^yernment 
;made some declaration concerning the 
,€q^ally dangerous tendancy towards Fas- 
^ciara in the Province.
